The poll of 10.000,000 voters now 


being taken by the Literary Digest 
makes It clear that the factory work- 
:rs oj the country are strongly against 
the enforcement of the Volstead act 
as it now is, while the majority are 
n favor of a modification rather than 
i repeal. 
"The latest factory poll, taken in 
:h« establishment of the Campbell's 
Soup Company in New Jersey,",, says 
the Literary Digest in its August 12 
number, "ehows the following re- 
turns:For enforcement

For modification 
720 
For repeal 
750 
"Special interest attaches to this 
vote because approximately 
30 p»r 
cent, of the workers polled were wom- 
en. In spite of this fact the vote is 
against the present laws by a propor- 
tion of 9 to 1, as compared with a 
ratio of 6 to 1 against it shown by 
the poll of Parke, Davis and com- 
pany, of Detroit. On the other hand 
a ratio of 20 to 1 against "bone dry- 
ness" was shown by the poll of the 
Edison Works in New Jersey. Com- 
bining these three polls shows the fol- 
lowing:

Sentiment in favor of a change in 
the present anti-liquor laws is shown 
at a ratio of 10 to 1.

New Jersey, consid- 
ered wet. votes 5,316 for enforce- 
ment, 8.012 for modification, and 4,483 
for repeal. Nearly all the New Eng- 
land states are in 'favor of modifica- 
tion, while Kentucky, Tennessee. Ala- 
bama and Mississippi are in favor of 
enforcement. 
The Mountain states 
favor modification.

The Literary Digest says 'The most 
Outstanding tact Is the evenness with 
which the "moist" sentiment, gener-

to Protect That Industry 
During Shortage, Watkinir

According to "Mr. Watkins the fed- 
eral authorities believe that numerous 
industrial concerns will have- to close 
as soon as their present stocks of coal 
have become exhausted unless pres- 
ent conditions are quickly remedied. 
By this it is meant that if the-eoal 
strike 
(which • has been virtually 
settled) and the strike of railway, 
shopmen are terminated 'at pnce and 
work resumed, it will be possible to 
meet domestic and industrial need* 
this winter, although this -will not b« 
done without a, great deal of difficult 
manipulation. 
Mr. Watkins was chiefly Interested 
in the tobacco situation and In se- 
curing the promise of coal for leaf 
concerns which re-dry tobacco. Ht - 
returns with the virtual assursnc* 
that the Virginia 
tobacco industry ^ 
will be cared for although tobacco 
concerns cannot be placed in classes 
number 1 and 2 on the priority list. 
When asked today if the govern- 
ment would protect the 
consumers - 
from undue elevation of coal prices - 
Mr. Watkins said that the govern- 
ment intended to do what it could 
but there seems no definite assurance 
that there will be any federal inter- 
vention in behalf of the householder.

The government finds it's al- 
most impossible, in view of present 
conditions to ensure the maintenance 
of contract prices although it will en- 
deavor to tlo s6. 
There is therefore a serious menace 
that the city's coal bill will be great- 
ly increased this winter. Danville has 
contracts with several coal, .operators 
to supply the local utilities with coal 
at a price of about $1-80 per ton at 
the twin**.- -It remains-.to^ *e^_6e*i» 
whether or not the coal operators will 
serve those persons with whom they 
have contracts at $1.80*when hundreds 
of others are clamoring for coal at 
$3 50 
If Danville is compelled to 
take coal in the emerg.en.cy at the 
price of S3.50 the citys coal bill will 
be vastly increased as can be readily 
seen 
The government appears to be 
powerless to see that contracts are 
properly maintained during the pres- 
ent chaotic conditions.

No. 192 Waverley Place, a man with 
a long criminal record, according to 
the police, was shot at 4:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning as he was leaving 
La Vie Restaurant, a cabaret, about 
twenty feet from Broadway. He died 
an hour later In Roosevelt hospital. 
Patrolman Boetin sent a call to the 


West 47th street station, three blocks 
away, and a squad of detectives hur- 
ried to the scene. Thirty men, among 
them "Midget" Smith, bantamweight 
pugilist, and eight womew were taken 
to the

47th 
street 
station, 
where they were examined by Inspec- 
tor Coughlin and Assistant District 
Attorney Dineen until 6 o'clock last 
evening. 


One Man Held. 
James F. Redmond. 32, -who gave 


his address as Mills hotel, 36th street 
and Seventh avenue, was held charg- 
ed with felonious assault. The others 
were merely detained. 


No official statement was made by 


the police, but :t 13 believed as Ike 
Smith left the restaurant, three rren 
fired from, behind a showcase in front 
of the Hilton Clothing Store, on the 
corner of Broadway and 48th street, 
across the street from La Vie. The 
fire was returned, for three bullet 
holes were found in the show window 
of the Hilton store. 


Smith advanced a few feet toward 
the middle of the street when he fell, 
struck by a. bullet which passed un- 
der his left eye and through nis brain, 
and by anoter which "creased" the 
top of his skull. A hole. belie\-ed by 
the police to have been made by a 
bullet was fojiid in the door of the 
restaurant behind him. Ten shots in 
all were fired, the police say. 


After Smith died, his fingerprints 
were taken, and he was identified as 
Ike Smith, Frank Smith. Frank No- 
lan, Frank Wallace and Frank Cur- 
ren. 
He was arrested, according to 
the police record, in 1916 as Fi'ank 
Smith and charged with petty larcenj". 
in 1917. arrested As Frank Nolan 
and charged with robbery; again as 
Frank Nolan he was arrested on the 
same charge in 1921; and under the 
name of Frank Wallace he •was ar- 
rested later in 1921 and charged with 
homicide, but later discharged..

LONDON. Aug. 15.—A big female 


Indian elephant that went on strike 
at the Zoo last spring and refused to 
do what all big elephants at tae Zoo 
are required to do^—earn money oj 
carrying children around on her bacli 
—has been cured of the sulks and 
laziness by the seeming magic treat- 
ment of an Indian mahout- 
She was presented to the Zoo by the 


Maharajah of Cooch Behar two years 
ago. 
She had been well trained and 


acted at all times like a sensible, wedl- 
behaved elephant and obeyed orders 
properly. She developed no vices be- 
yond that of picking packets for edible 
dainties- But every elephant that has 
any sense at all learns to do that in 
the zoo. 
^ 
Then she took it into her big head 
that she would not submit to being 
bossed any longer. 
She declined to 


stand between the ne wriding steps 
that had been fixed up for the con- 
venience of juvenile elephant riders 
When the old wooden steps were sub- 
stituted for the new ones she proved 
eyually obdurant. In the end she de- 
clined to leave the elephant yard at 
all.As the elephant is a ftne animal, ant 
quite good tempered it was decided 
to obtain a mahoutfrom India. 
He 


was cabled for, and arirvel in due 
course. 
He was taken to the ele- 


phant house. He at once entered pie 
enclosure and formally saluted the 
animal, standing first at her head and 
then at her tail. Next he took off his 
shoes, and knotted a rope Ioosel> 
around the elephant's neck, which he 
afterward used as a kind of stirrup. 


"With little difficulty he persuaded 


her to kneel and mounted her neck 
In less than two minutes, soothing 
patting, and talking volubly to her in 
Hindustani, he had got on good term 
with the animal. Then he took he 
round to the elephant ride, and ap 
parantly had her in complete con- 
trol.Phrases of his admonitions, freely 
transiated. were ae follows: "I am told 
that you eat your food, and trill • not 
work; it is wrong; Allah enjoins on 
us all that we must work !f we would 
eat. 
You are cheating your masters, 


and it is unworthy of you. I am only 
a black man, and you must not mind 
me. Put fear out of your mind; take 
it up from your heart, and throw it 
out.'1 


The elephant certainly seemed to 


understand, 
and now obeys 
every 
order. The mahout was given quar- 
ters in another part of the gardens, 
but he obtained leave to sleep in the 
elephant house, as he says that he 
wishes to talk to the elephant duAng 
the night. 
He has not yet tried to 


saddle her. as he wants to take things 
slowly, but he is confident he will 
conquer all her fears and make her 
permanently obedient.

plague of rats, due to the coal strike, 
is said to be infesting the Georges 
Creek region. 
Old miners estimate 
that the average old mine houses 
1 000 rats, and as some 2a or 30 
mines are idle in this section the num- 
ber of rats foraging is put at 2».000 
or 30.000. The rats have been driven 
from the mines by hunger. 
When the pits were working they 
were able to subsist on the garbage 
from the miners' dinner pails and oth- 
er mine refuse. Some mines have been 
idle six months an dthe rate, many 
of them as big as large kittens, have 
appeared above the surface.

GETS OLD SPANISH RECORDS 


BERKLEY. Cal, Aug. 14—Pa«t 


civilizations of the southwestern pan 
of the United States, notably those of 
the cliff dwellers and of the Pueblo 
Indians, are brought much closer by a 
collection of ancient Spanish manu- 
scupts just obtamd for the Univer- 
sitv of Caiforma bj Dr. H. E. Bolton, 
director of the department of history, 
from public and private libraries and 
collections in Spain, South America 
ax}d Mexico. 


Dr Bolton has just returned from 
'a month's trip to the Pueblo of Acoma 
with its more ancient neighbor, the 
Enchanted Mesa, and th,e still older 
ruins of cliff dwellings in the canons 
back of Acoma, on which he verified 
the report scontained in a number of 
these old manuscripts, as to locations 
size of settlements and similar records 
The majority of the manuscripts are 
yellowed with age and written in a 
Spanish which is most difficult to 
translate, but a corps of translators 
is now at work on them, and it is 
hoped, by the end of a year, to have 
some of them restored and translated 
though more than tfiree years will be 
required in the translation and res- 
toration of all of them 
The entire 


lot is being copied, so that the origin- 
als may be preserved in glass cases, 
and only the copies and translations 
used by students of southwestern his- 
tory. 


With one assistant and two pack- 


mules, Dr Bolton visited the ruined 
cliff dwelling, and the Pueblo settle- 
ments atop the masas of Arizona and 
New Mexico this jear, the fifteenth of 
his annual trips into the country which 
once sheltered the fabled Seven Cities 
of Ciobla and other mysterious Indian 
empires, of which the Spaniards of 
two centuries ago wrote as they push- 
ed forward in search of them across 
the southwestern deserts. 


Thre are more than 80,000 separate 


documents in this collection, which 
gives the .University of California 
probably the most complete library 
on southwestern mythology, history 
and enthnology in the world. 
The 
rarest item is a,-history of New Mexico j 
published in Alcala, Spain, in 1610 and 
i 


written by Caspar de Villagra, a cap- 
tain in Colonel Onata's army, when 
the latter conquered the then largt 
Indian citv vof Acoma

script is valued at $10,060 and is 
now being transcribed and translat- 
ed
